Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Tom Ryan on 7/20/05. This examiner amendment is being made to 
clarify that the heart of the claimed invention is a friction clip apparatus that 
requires a tensile force so small to become detached that the appliance to which it 
is connected is not moved. Wording similar to wording removed by the applicant 
has been included but without ambiguous terms such as "disturbing." 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 next to last line after "clip member," add - such that the 
appliance does not substantially move—. 

In claim 18 last line after "second component" add — such that the 
appliance does not substantially move 

In claim 21 line 8 after "application of a force" add - such that the 
location of the appliance does not substantially move --.
